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While the year 1928 was a period of recovery 
and steady endeavour there are as yet no signs of 
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E. C. Donaldson Rawlins and H. C. A. Carpenter, 
of the British Embassy at Rome, in a joint Report 
on the Economic Situation in Italy. Meantime, 
however, the United Kingdom appears to be again 
steadily forging ahead in her trade with the country, 
the gross value of British exports thence last year 
slightly exceeding that of 1927 and showing a con- 
siderable increase over 1926.

SAFETY OF LIFE AT SEA. 





PUBLICATION OF THE CONVENTION. 


The text of the Convention for the Safety of Life 
at Sea has now been published and is obtainable from 
H.M. Stationery Office, either directly or through any 
bookseller, price 4s. per copy. 

The principal subjects dealt with are Construction, 
Life Saving Appliances, Radio-Telegraphy, and Safety 
of Navigation. The chapter on Construction applies to 
passenger steamers engaged on international voyages, 
and relates to the spacing and construction of water- 
tight bulkheads; openings in bulkheads, in ships’ sides, 
and in the weather deck; exits from watertight com- 
partments; fire-resisting bulkheads; pumping arrange- 
ments; and stability tests for new ships. 

The chapter on Life-Saving Appliances, etc., which 
also applies to passenger steamers engaged on inter- 
national voyages, relates to lifeboats (including motor 
boats); certificated lifeboatmen; boat drills; life-rafts 
and buoyant apparatus; life-jackets and life-buoys; 
ingress to and egress from the various compartments, 
decks, ete., and their emergency lighting; _line- 
throwing appliances; the carriage of dangerous goods; 
and the detection and extinction of fire. 

The chapter on Radio-Telegraphy relates to all ships 
engaged on international voyages except cargo ships of 
less than 1,600 tons gross tonnage. It refers to the 
fitting of radio installation, including its technical re- 
quirements, and to the watches to be kept for safety 
purposes on various categories of ships. 

The chapter on Safety of Navigation applies to all 
ships on all voyages and deals with a large variety of 
subjects, including the transmission of messages about 
dangers to navigation; meteorological services for aid- 
ing navigation; the ice patrol in the North Atlantic; 
recognised routes across the North Atlantic; amend- 
ment of the regulations for preventing collisions; word- 
ing of helm orders; use and misuse of distress signals: 
receipt of distress messages; and the equipment of 
certain ships with signalling lamps and direction-finding 
apparatus. 

Provision is made for the issue of certificates to ships 
which comply with the Convention; and for reciprocal 
recognition of certificates among the various countries 
concerned. Governments which were not represented 
at the Conference may accede to the Convention after it 
has come into force; and recommendations are 
appended suggesting matters for further study.

SALE OF BRITISH FILMS OVERSEAS. 


The Department of Overseas Trade has issued to 
firms whose names are entered on its Special Register 
two confidential Reports on the market for British 
cinematograph films and apparatus in South Africa 
and Czechoslovakia respectively. 

In the first, H.M. Trade Commissioner at Johannes- 
burg, who has furnished the Report, points out that 
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although British films have met with some consider- 
able measure of success in South Africa, there are 
chances of extending sales. He states that cinemato- 
graph films are very popular in the large centres of 
population, but that titles must be in Dutch for the 
smaller towns and “‘ dorps.’’ There are over 350 
theatres in the Union of South Africa and in Rhodesia, 
and while approximately 70 per cent. of the films 
shown are American, 25 per cent. are British. The 
report deals in detail with the popularity of different 
classes of pictures and furnishes the names of the chief 
film distributors. 

In regard to Czechoslovakia, the British Commercial 
Secretary at Prague draws attention to the necessity 
of more intense advertising so that British “‘ stars ”’ 
may receive adequate publicity. In his opinion, 
audiences in his territory demand to be kept surprised 
and expectant from first to last when seeing pictures, 
and he believes that if British films can meet these 
requirements the market will prove an extending one. 
Full details are given regarding the marketing of films, 
together with statistical information. 

These Reports form the first of a series which will 
cover all the more important markets of the world.

SPANISH WHEAT AND MAIZE IMPORTS. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Madrid reports 
that during March last imports of wheat into Spain 
amounted to 50,070 tons, of which 12,067 tons were 
supplied by Canada, while maize imports totalled 
24,891 tons. 

During the first three months of the current year 
wheat imports totalled 110,626 tons, of which Canada 
furnished 23,562 tons. 





TAX ON PROFITS IN CUBA. 


The Department of Overseas Trade has received a 
translation of a Cuban Decree, published in the 
‘* Official Gazette ’’ of 9th March, which issues regula- 
tions concerning the tax on profits. Foreigners pay 
tax on the amount of their profits derived in Cuba. 

The following are taxed at the rate of 8 per cent. of 
their net profits :— 

(1) Banks of issue and discount, whether 
operating in real estate or in negotiable securi- 
ties. 

(2) Stock companies or corporations, including 
credit companies organised in this form. 

(3) Ali common law, industrial or mercantile 
associations organised in Cuba or abroad for the 
operation of the sugar manufacturing industry and 
individuals who engage in this industry. Persons 
who own cane plantations, but who are not owners 
of mills for the manufacture of sugar, are exempt 
from this tax. 


The following are taxed at the rate of 6 per cent. of 
their net profits :— 
(1) Banks and bankers in general, except those 
who pay under item (2) above. 
(2) Railways, whether owned by companies or 
individuals. 
(3) All domestic shipping companies. 


The Decree defines the revenue liable to the tax, 
and determines the costs deducible. The full text can 
be consulted at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1.

ITALY. 





ECONOMIC PROGRESS : TRADE WITH THE 
UNITED KINGDOM. 


The year 1928 was a period of recovery and steady 
endeavour in Italy, state Messrs. E. C. Donaldson 
Rawlins, Commercial Counsellor, and H. C. A. Car- 
penter, Ph.D. (Bonn), Commercial Secretary at the 
British Embassy at Rome, in their joint *Report on 
the Economic Situation in Italy. 

Stabilisation, however necessary, could not be 
effected without causing a shock to the economic and 
industrial life of the country, and convalescence has 
been slow, though there have been no severe relapses 
and progress continues. Throughout the year business 
improved slowly, but normally, and many adjustments 
had to be—and still have to be—made before the full 
benefits of the new monetary policy, following on 
stabilisation, can be reaped. 

There have been signs, however, of returning con- 
fidence in industrial circles, shown by the fact that 
even those firms which were still encountering difficul- 
ties had renewed, or were renewing, their plant and 
had reorganised their labour, thereby strengthening 
the tendency to bring the costs of production into 
harmony with market prices. As an indication of in- 
creased industrial activity can be cited the greater 
production of electricity—an advance of 17 per cent. 
over that of 1927—and an increase in the number of 
workmen employed in the most important factories, 
although this was not the case in all industries, 
especially in the artificial silk and cotton mills. 

Agriculture was not, as a whole, very satisfactory, 
but “‘ The Battle of the Grain ’’ campaign is showing 
its results in larger crops of wheat. 

Very worthy of note have been the efforts of the 
Government in pushing forward land reclamation and 
irrigation schemes, and it is hoped that about five 
million acres will be reclaimed in a period of fourteen 
vears at an expenditure of approximately 74 milliard 
lire. Of this amount the Government will bear about 
half and the land proprietors and ‘‘ Consorzi’’ the 
other half. Continued progress is also being made in 
hydro-electric works, and it is beyond doubt that the 
money being spent will, in the future, be returned 
manifold. Large sums are also being expended on road 
making, and here again the benefits to the whole com- 
munity are evident. 

The movement of shipping was also very active 
throughout the year, and both the totals of passengers 
carried as well as of goods handled showed a consider- 
able increase over the previous year. Conditions in 
the ports as regards order and discipline continued 
excellent; all the labour offices in the principal ports, 
which had been organised in 1926, worked without 
hitch, and similar offices have been established in the 
smaller ports. 

So far so good, and everywhere determination, 
energy and the will to win through are apparent. It 
must be repeated, however, that there are yet no signs 
of an industrial boom, and the present tension and 
stringent conditions must be expected to continue for 
some time. Success will depend to a great extent on 
how far the nation can stand the strain to which it has 
had to be subjected. But, considering that it has 
already undergone a similar severe strain on several 
occasions in the last few years, it seems reasonable to 
conclude that it will surmount, in time, the present 
trials. It must be remembered also that the popula- 
tion is increasing, owing chiefly to a decreasing 
mortality and to a larger number of returning immi- 
grants. Thus there are, and will be, more mouths to 
feed and production must be increased. Still, in this 
connection, there appears to have been a large im-

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provement as regards the proportion of production to 
population. 
THe TRADE PosiTIon. 

It must be put frankly on record that trade statistics 
for 1928 do not appear quite so satisfactory as those 
for 1927. Full particulars will be found in the Report 
of the volume of imports and exports compared with 
previous years, but the situation can be briefly sum- 
marised as follows :— 

While imports increased by some 8 per cent. over 
1927, exports decreased by some 7 per cent., and thus 
the passive trade balance was increased by 23 million 
lire. In other words, taking the index figure of 100 
for imports, in 1927 exports stood in the proportion of 
76°7, while in 1928 exports stood only in the proportion 
of 65°9. It is true that the total foreign trade increased 
by 14 per cent., but this was due to the large increase 
in imports. 

It may be claimed, however, that these large imports 
consisted very largely in raw materials, which will be 
consumed in the future to the advantage of the ex- 
panding national industries. Another reason for these 
augmented imports was the necessity for greater pur- 
chases of grain owing to the meagre harvest, while at 
the same time there was a noticeable decrease in other 
agricultural products. 

Exports (in round figures) have fallen from 21,000 
million lire in 1926 to 15,600 in 1927 and to 14,500 in 
1928; but it must be remembered that this is not so 
serious when these same totals are rendered in gold 
lire, which—in exact figures—appear as 4,229, 4,132 
and 3,958 million lire. The diminution is, however, 
over 6°5 per cent. Exports can hardly be expected to 
increase so long as prices remain at their present high 
level. There is a tendency to put the blame of high 
costs upon the revaluation of the lira, but it would be 
manifestly a mistake to over-estimate the ill-effects of 
a measure which has really proved most beneficial to 
the country. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDomM. 

Statistics of British trade with Italy will be found 
in the Report, but it can be stated briefly that we 
appear to be again slowly forging ahead. Considered 
in gold values our exports to Italy have increased 
considerably over 1926, slightly over 1927 and nearly 
equalled those of 1924, but they are still well behind 
the boom year of 1925. 

In paper lire Italian imports from all sources in- 
creased in 1928 by 8-2 per cent., whereas those from 
the United Kingdom decreased by 2:4 per cent.; if 
gold values are taken, the total Italian imports show 
an increase of 11°5 per cent., while those from the 
United Kingdom rose by 2°9 million gold lire, which is, 
however, less than 1 per cent. Although British trade 
with Italy is not increasing at the same ratio as the 
total Italian import trade, it has distinctly recovered 
since the disastrous year 1926; for the time being it is 
holding its own, and in the aggregate, even slightly 
growing. 

There is still room for improvement, although if coal 
values (1,017 million lire in 1927 and 791 million lire 
in 1928) are deducted from total imports from the 
United Kingdom, the seeming stagnation is less 
striking. In 1927 some 55°8 per cent. of the value of 
all British goods exported to Italy was represented by 
coal, whereas in 1928 coal, although greater in quan- 
tity, accounted for only 44°5 per cent. Hence all other 
goods represented 44:2 per cent. of British export trade 
to Italy in 1927 (value 804 million lire), and 55-5 per 
cent. in 1928 (986 million lire), an increas? of 11:3 per 
cent. (or 182 million lire). 

Taking all commodities into consideration, the 
United Kingdom came second in 1925, fourth in 1926, 
third in 1927 and again fourth in 1928. Great Britain’s 
three chief commercial competitors have succeeded in 
obtaining a greater share of the Italian import trade, 
but not necessarily altogether at our expense, although 
their augmented trading has driven us from the third 
place. If a comparison is made of the trade done in 
manufactured goods and in other articles of commerce, 
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after deduction of a few staple materials, such as coal 
(which has for long been the chief item of export from 
Great Britain), wheat, raw cotton and wool, it appears 
that the United Kingdom is still preceded only by 
Germany, France and the United States. 

Statistics of the imports into Italy of the 18 chief 
commodities or groups of commodities (which account 
for about 90 per cent. of the total value of the imports 
from Great Britain) are given for 1926, 1927 and 1928 
in Appendix III. to the Report, and show which com- 
modities are gaining or losing ground. 

The United Kingdom was Italy’s third best customer 
in 1927 and 1928, after having held the fourth place 
from 1924 to 1926. The 24 principal commodities, or 
groups of commodities, exported from Italy to the 
United Kingdom in the years 1926, 1927 and 1928 are 
given in a further appendix. 

IMpoRTING CONDITIONS AND COMPETITORS, 

A detailed analysis of Italian import trade for the 
years 1926, 1927 and 1928, with special reference to 
the various countries of origin, including the United 
Kingdom, will be found in Part II. of the Report. 
The commodities or groups of commodities imported 
are arranged under 51 categories, each of which is 
divided into :— 

(1) Total imports into Italy; (2) total value of im- 
ports from the United Kingdom, showing the share 
which falls to Great Britain of the import trade in the 
goods comprised in the particular category; (8) specific 
imports from the United Kingdom in quantities and 
million lire (in the case of quantities the unit is stated); 
end (4) imports specified by countries of origin, under 
which are included all commodities or groups of com- 
modities specially tabulated in the Statistica in the im- 
portation of which the United Kingdom or the 
Dominions and the Colonies participate. 

From the tables thus indicated it will be possible to 
ascertain whether British trade or British Dominions 
trade in any particular commodity is gaining or losing 
eround, as well as the progress, or the reverse, of the 
United Kingdom’s chief competitors.

Trade Notes. 


LEAKAGE OF HEAT INTO SHIPS’ 
INSULATED HOLDS. 

A *Food Investigation Report just issued describes 
direct measurements of the rate of leakage of heat into 
the insulated spaces of an actual ship. While accurate 
data of the thermal conductivities of common insulat- 
ing materials are available, they are not in themselves 
sufficient for the needs of the designer of refrigerating 
plant, because the structures involved in the leakage 
of heat, particularly in the case of ships’ holds, are too 
complicated to lend themselves easily to calculations 
of the heat-flow. The experiments described are there- 
fore an attempt to supply a very practical need. 

The results refer, strictly speaking, only to the par- 
ticular ship in which the experiments were carried out, 
and to the particular set of conditions obtaining at the 
time. The ship was, however, a representative one, 
and the data presented in the Report should be of 
practical use in assisting the decision which always 
has to be made between space for insulation and space 
for cargo, and between the cost of insulation and the 
cost of refrigerating capacity.

LATVIAN TIMBER EXPORTS. 


The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports 
that timber exports during the first quarter of the 
current year were valued at 11,528,000 Lats, as against 
13,933,000 Lats in the corresponding quarter of 1928. 
The bulk of the timber exported consisted of deals, 
battens and ends (6,772,000 Lats, as against 8,128,000 
Lats), pitprops (1,112,000 Lats, as against 2,711,000 
Lats), boxboards (1,008,000 Lats, as against 1,346,000 
Lats), pulpwood (925,000 Lats, as against 909,000 
Lats), followed by baulks, sleepers, aspen logs and 
plasterers’ laths, in order given. Quantitatively the 
exports represented 154,229 tons, against 185,799 tons 
in the first three months of 1928.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1930. 


PUBLICITY CAMPAIGN. 


As announced in last week’s article, His Majesty's 


Government have again granted the sum of £25,000 for 


advertising the British Industries Fair, which will be 
held at Olympia, London, and Castle Bromwich, Birm- 
ingham, from 17th to 28th February, 1930. 


The Fair is now so well known both to manufacturers 
and to buvers in this country that the publicity cam- 
paign is devised primarily with a view to encouraging 
overseas buyers to visit the Fair. Arrangements ‘will 
be made through H.M. Trade Commissioners and the 
officers of the “Commercial Diplomatic and Consular 
Services for the publication of announcements respect- 
ing the Fair, and of special articles descriptive of the 
different sections of the Fair and of various aspects of 
British industry, in the general and trade press of over- 
seas countries.

CANADA. 
THE CHEMICAL INDUSTRIES IN 1928. 


According to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, 
production in the chemical industries advanced in 1928 by 
12 per cent., as compared with the figure for 1927; employ- 
ment rose by 7 per cent. and capitalisation was higher 
by 9 per cent. The grand total value of production in the 
ten groups of plants which make up the chemical industry 
in 1928 was 142,994,889 dollars, compared with 127,484,672 
dols. in 1927. Production has risen steadily from an output 
value of 108,217,237 dols. in 1924. In the same period the 
cost of raw materials entering into manufacturing in these 
industries has risen from 454,311,913 dols. to 72,115,140 
dols., while in the conversion of raw materials into the 
finished products the value added by manufacturing was 
53,905,324 dols. in 1924. Last year this net value of manu- 
facturing was 70,879,749 dols., as compared with 63,854,084 
dols. in 1927. 

The increase in capital employed and in the number of 
plants also shows noteworthy progress. In 1924 there were 
457 plants in the chemical industry, with an invested 
capital of 123,222,970 dols. In 1928 the number of plants 
was 568 and the capital employed amounted to 146,648,622 
dols. The number of employees increased during the five 
years from 13,972 to 15,577, and the amount paid in 
salaries and wages from 17,504,135 dols. to 19,842,432 dols. 
The gain in value of production of 15,510,217 dols. over the 
total for 1927 brought the chemical and allied products 
industry to the highest output value recorded since 1918. 


COMPONENT INDUSTRIES. 


With one exception the various component industries 
reported higher total output values in 1928 than in 1927. 
Production from the acids, alkalis, salts and compressed 
gases industry, the most important branch, increased in 
value by 11-4 million dols. to a total of 42,134,171 lols.:

output of paints, pigments and varnishes increased 2-4 
million dols. over 1927 to a total of 27,601,138 dols; medi- 
cinal and pharmaceutical preparations sold for 17,117,896 
dols., as against 16,249,191 dols.; the miscellaneous chemical 
industry showed an increase to 12,779,991 dols. from 
11,900,521 dols.; coal tar and its products showed a sub- 
stantial increase to 4,115,920 dols. from 3,796,715 dols. ; 
explosives, ammunition, fireworks and matches at 13,534,862 
dols., as compared with 12,921,079 dols. ; fertilisers, 2,092,457 
dols., compared with 1,844,032 dols.; inks, dyes and colours, 
3,321,475 dols., as against 3,221,677 dols.; and wood dis- 
tillates, 1,647,137 dols. in 1928 as compared with 1,587,704 
dols. in 1927. The exception to the general rise in produc- 
tion value was the soaps, washing compounds and toilet 
preparations industry, in which the output was valued at 
18,649,842 dols. in 1928 as compared with 19,993,453 dols. in 
1927, 19,072,528 dols. in 1926, 17,388,506 dols. in 1925, and 
15,965,318 dols. in 1924. 


IMPORTS AND Exports. 


Canada imported 36,963,694 dols.’ worth of chemical and 
allied products in 1928, an increase of 3-6 million dols. over 
the total for 1927. From the United States there was an 
increase of 3-4 million dols. to 25,428,284 dols. Chemical 
products imported from the United Kingdom were worth 
4,753,371 dols., as compared with 4,347,931 dols. in the pre- 
ceding year. From other countries Canada _ purchased 
chemicals to the value of 6,782,039 dols., as against 
6,942,623 dols. in 1927. 


Chief among the other countries as a source of chemical 
supplies for Canada were Germany and France. Imports 
from Germany were valued at 3,100,206 dols. and from 
France at 1,345,165 dols. Holland supplied chemical pro- 
ducts amounting to 724,547 dols.; Chile, 370,177 dols.; 
Belgium, 428,339 dols.; Switzerland, 345,785 dols. ; Japan, 
100,487 dols.; and Italy, 96,824 dols. 


Exports from Canada of chemicals and allied products 
during 1928 were valued at 18,356,645 dols., comprising 
exports to the United States 9,378,994 dols., United King- 
dom 4,348,490 dols., and 1,608,807 dols. to Mexico. New- 
foundland, Cuba, Portuguese Africa, Japan, Australia, 
China, New Zealand and Hong Kong were also destina- 
tions for Canadian chemical products in quantity.

DIRECTION OF TRADE, JANUARY-APRIL. 
(From the British Ambassador.) 
Panis. 

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that 
during the first four months of this year the value of 
imports from Great Britain amounted to 2,017 million 
frances, as against 1,893 million frs. in the first four 
months of 1928, an increase of 124 million frs. There was 
a fall in imports from Holland and Portugal but a rise 
in those from all other foreign countries separately classi- 
fied in the returns. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain during the 
period under review amounted to 2,506 million frs., as 
against 2,794 million frs., a decrease of 288 million frs. 
There was a rise in exports to Czechoslovakia, Italy, Jugo- 
Slavia, Spain, Portugal, Japan, Brazil and Canada, but a 
fall in those to all other foreign countries separately 
classified. 

During the first four months of the year imports from, 
and exports to, the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
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amounted to 221 million frs. and 68 million frs. respec- 
tively. 

The value of French imports from all foreign countries 
during the period under review was 17,942 million frs., as 
against 15,494 million frs., an increase of 2,448 million 
frs.; that of exports was 13,466 million frs., as against 
14,636 million frs., a decrease of 1,170 million frs. The 
value of French imports from her colonies and protector- 
ates totalled 2,471 million frs., as against 2,059 million 
frs., an increase of 412 million frs.; that of exports 
amounted to 2,953 million frs., as against 2,410 million 
frs., an increase of 543 million frs. 

French visible trade with foreign countries conse- 
quently showed an unfavourable balance during the first 
four months of the year of 4,476 million frs., as against 
one of 858 million frs. in the corresponding period of 
1928. French trade with her colonies and protectorates 
showed a favourable balance of 481 million frs., as against 
one of 351 million frs. in January-April, 1928. 





FRENCH INDO-CHINA. 


TONKIN AND SAIGON RICE EXPORTS IN 
1928. 

According to the ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal,’’ the British 
Consul-General at Saigon states that rice exports in 1928 
amounted to over 111,000 tons, a decrease of nearly 68,000 
tons on the 1927 figure of 178,900 tons. The 1928 total is 
even less than the average export of rice from Tonkin for 
the ten years 1916-1927, i.e., 154,000 tons. The following 
table shows the chief destinations of 1928 exports of rice, 
under the headings white rice, cargo rice and brokens :—

As regards Saigon rice exports, the British Consul-General 
at Saigon reports that the export of rice and paddy from 
the port of Saigon last year totalled over 1,666,000 metric 
tons, constituting a record. This figure was higher by 
200,000 tons than that of 1927, and by 149,000 tons than the 
previous record year (1921). It is expected, however, that 
there will be a large drop in the rice exports from Saigon 
during the current year, as, owing to the premature 
drought, the crop in many of the western provinces of 
Cochin China has been adversely affected. 

The 1928 rice exports comprised :—White rice, 972,500 
tons; cargo rice, 64,700 tons; paddy, 93,000 tons; brokens, 
376,000 tons; and meal, 159,000 tons. 

Hong Kong was, as usual the principal buyer, other des- 
tinations including :—France, 257,000 tons; Europe, 181,500 
tons; Dutch East Indies, 150,500 tons; Japan, 110,000 tons; 
Singapore, 84,000 tons; Philippines, 50,000 tons; and United 
States, 48,000 tons. Over 100,000 tons were shipped to 
British India. 

Most of the rice exported is produced in Cochin China, 
although it is estimated that about one-fifth comes from 
Cambodia, which is also a large grower of maize.

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Imports as well as exports increased as compared with 
April, the former by 133 million marks and the latter by 
55 million mks. The April figures were exceptionally high, 
as in that month deliveries were made of goods which had 
been held up owing to the severe weather. Compared with 
the average for the three previous months, May shows an 
increase both in imports and exports. Compared with April, 
the decrease in the export of foodstuffs (50-8 million mks.) is 
proportionately the greatest. Of this amount, grain alone 
accounts for 19-2 million mks. The decline in the import of 
raw materials of 78-3 million mks. was made up chiefly by 
oil fruits and seeds 37-6 million mks., wool 18-8 million mks. 
and cotton 17-4 million mks. The figures for finished goods 
remained practically the same as in the previous month. 


Export TRADE. 

The decline in exports was mainly confined to finished 
goods, chiefly textiles, which decreased by 11-4 million mks. 
The export of machinery, rolling-mill products and other 
iron goods remained about the same, while that of dyes and 
other chemical and pharmaceutical products increased by 
4-2 million mks. The export of raw materials declined by 
4-1 million mks. 


REPARATION DELIVERIES. 

Reparation deliveries during May amounted to nearly 77 
million mks., as against 67 million mks. in April. They con- 
sisted chiefly of : Sugar, 5-4 million mks. ; coal, 21-4; coke, 
9-0; briquettes, 1-3; nitrate of soda, 1-3; bisulphate of 
ammonia, 1-2; rolling-mill products and general iron goods, 
12-7; machinery (not electrical), 7-9; chemicals, 3-3; electri- 
cal goods and machinery, 3-0; and paper, 2-2 million mks. 





PANAMA REPUBLIC. 


IMPORT TRADE. 
(From the British Consul.) 
Colon. 

The United Kingdom still retains second place in the 
import trade of the Republic of Panama, though it is 
very far behind the United States. This position is main- 
tained only by a small share in the trade in almost every 
commodity. Facing, therefore, strenuous competition in 
every branch the ground can only be held by an effort; yet 
with a foothold in every market the position is strategi- 
cally good for an advance. That this in certain directions 
is by no means impossible is shown by the progress in 
recent years of the trade of such countries as China and 
Germany. At the same time the predominance of the 
United States is such that Panama can almost be re- 
garded as a part of the American domestic market, except 
that American goods, in common with those of other 
nations, pay the tariff. While, however, it must be con- 
cluded that the United States must retain their leading 
position, there are many commodities which they cannot 
produce. The following notes cover some of the com- 
modities in the supply of which the United Kingdom and 
other countries besides the United States have some 
share :— 

Foodstuffs.—Total imports for the second half of 1928 reached 
a Customs valuation of about 1,806,000 dollars. The United 
States enjoyed practically a monopoly of many of the more im- 
portant products, as, for instance, flour, butter, tinned vegetables 
or evaporated milk. A notable exception was the monopoly by 
China of the growing rice import, valued at 362,011 dols. Imports 
from the United Kingdom, which were valued at 81,585 dols. 
(as against only 49,882 dols. in the first half of the year and 
46,977 in the second half of 1927), included tinned salmon, valued 
at 21,000 dols., and fine-quality biscuits at 18,000 dols. Canada 
also sent 10,000 dols.’ worth of the former and the import of 
codfish valued at 25,000 dols., and attributed to the United States, 
probably also came from Canada. About 50,000 dols.’ worth ot 
cotton seed oil was imported from Peru, and Norway led in 
the import of sardines. The finer groceries are often British, 
and though the quantities are still small, this would seem the 
most promising line of development. 


Wines and §Spirits.—This is the only market from which the 
United States are excluded. The total value of the trade in the 
latter half of 1928 was 281,579 dols. Imports from the United 
Kingdom (rum from Jamaica) were valued at 143,132 dols., as 
compared with 183,799 dols. in the first half of the year. About 
two-thirds of the value is accounted for by whisky, of which 
the United Kingdom has practically a monopoly, as also of the 
import of gin, averaging about 9,000 dols. 
from the United Kingdom show a tendency to increase, though 
there is severe competition from Germany, and local production 
has also recently been increased. Beer and spirits are among 
the few commodities for which there is a considerable demand 
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in the interior, and even in Darien quite a number of cases of 
whisky, presumably Scotch, is discharged into cayukas for ship- 
ment ashore and consumption by the scanty population. 


Raw Materials.—The total value of imports in the latter half 
of 1928 was 620,084 dols., of which the United Kingdom held a 
small and diminishing share, amounting only to 8,274 dols. 
The most valuable imports were wood for construction purposes, 
oil, kerosene and petrol, forage, cement (from Germany) and 
steel and iron bars (from Germany and Belgium); in these lines 
competition should be possible. 


MANUFACTURED PRODUCTS. 


Textiles.—-The total value of imports of cotton goods in the 
first half of 1928 was 700,777 dollars, towards which the United 
Kingdom contributed 192,640 dols. The United Kingdom has a 
monopoly of cotton thread (42,761 dols). Of cotton fabrics in 
general the United Kingdom sends about one-third (137,504 
dols.). The value of silk goods imported was 169,423 dols., of 
which the United Kingdom was responsible for 8,443 dols. (arti- 
ficial silk 5,735 dols.). China predominates, except in artificial 
silk, which is mostly American. Of wool cloth the United King- 
dom supplied 21,008 dols. out of 27,308 dols.; owing to the 
climate the demand for woollen goods is relatively small. In 
linen China is increasing her share to the detriment of British 
goods. Of drill the United Kingdom supplied 14,592 dols. out 
of 38,070 dols., and seems to be Icsing ground rapidly to the 
United States. 


Iron and Steel.—Total imports of iron goods in the period 
under review were valued at 238,298 dols., of which the United 
Kingdom supplied 25,829 dols.’ worth. In corrugated iron 
19,359 dols.’ worth was British, as against 42,185 dols.’ worth 
American. Steel imports totalled 95,153 dols. (U.K. 7,787 dols.), 
of which cables accounted for 14,700 dols. (U.K. 6,013 dols. 
and first place). There was an isolated import of British tubing 
valued at 8,070 dols. during the period, but the United States 
sent 35,894 dols.” worth. Germany supplied wire, has entered 
the market successfully with machetes and has beaten the United 
States in the supply of knives. 


Machinery.—Total imports reached 588,648 dols. Germany 
appears as the chief competitor of the United States. There 
was a shipment for the Panama Corporation of 12,514 dols.’ 
worth of British mining machinery. 

China, Earthenware and Glass.—The total value of imports 
was 131,930 dols., of which, while the United Kingdom supplied 
only 3,596 dols.” worth, her share of the earthenware imports, 
1,748 dols., shows a tendency to improve. Germany has entered 
these trades with success and Czechoslovakia supplies some 
chinaware. 

Paper and Books.—The value of imports of paper was 127,098 
dols., the United Kingdom sending 6,980 dols.’ worth. In writ- 
ing paper, the United Kingdom, with 3,839 dols.’ worth out of 
14,582 dols., has gained on the United States. Canada has 


recently entered the market for printing paper and supplied - 


2,369 dols.’ worth. Of books in blank, the United Kingdom sup- 
plied 3,066 dols.’ worth out of a total import valued at 5,560 
dols., and of printed books, 5,529 dols.’ worth in a total of 
13,802 dolls. 


Miscellaneous.—Among a variety of imports in which the 
United Kingdom was more or less prominent were the follow- 
ing :—Bicycles, total value of imports, 3,398 dols., British share, 
3,285 dols.; gramophone records, British, 3,193 dols.; corks, 
total, 10,546 dols., British, 2,164 dols. ; paints, total, 46,301 dols. ; 
white zinc paint, 5,922 dols.—a British monopoly, and oil paints, 
British, 5,516 dols. in a total of 35,367 dols. ; chemicals, 70,000 
dols., British, 6,732 dols.; fruit salts, 10,200 dols., British 
7,529 dols.—an increasing proportion; toys, a growing trade, 
total, 66,000 dols., British, 6,057 dols.—the United Kingdom 
have entered this trade lately with success. There would appear 
to be a sale for more British cigarettes, as the small quantities 
marketed are readily absorbed. 








SMYRNA, 
THE ECONOMIC SITUATION IN 1928. 


The British Consul-General at Smyrna, in the course of 
a Report on the economic situation in the Smyrna District 
in 1928, states that favourable weather conditions during 
the winter of 1927-28 produced the hope of better crops in 
1928 than in previous years, and as the prosperity of Smyrna 
district depends principally on its agriculture, it was antici- 
pated that an improvement in trade would result. Unfortu. 
nately, drought and hot north winds in the summer of last 
year injured the crops, with the result that a monetary 
crisis prevailed locally and the impoverishment of the 
peasants increased. 


The loss of manpower which has hampered agricultural 
development is gradually being remedied, partly by mechani- 
cal methods and partly by immigration of Moslem peasants 
from Macedonia 2nd Jugo-Slavia. Up to the end of 1928 it 
was reported that nearly 60,000 such immigrants had been 
settled in the vilayet of Smyrna alone. 
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Of the population of Turkey approximately 70 per cent. 
are agriculturists, and they cultivate about 6 per cent. of 
the area of the Republic. The primitive manner and means 
of cultivation which are still employed by the vast majority 
of farmers are slowly giving way to modern methods and 
implements. Various appliances and machines of American, 
German and Hungarian manufacture were exhibited in a 
special section at the Smyrna Fair in 1928, but only a 
minority of big cultivators can afford to purchase them at 
present. A number of American and Hungarian tractors 
are being used, and iron threshing machines, ploughs, etc., 
are being imported, mostly from Central Europe, and are 
bought in increasing numbers. The imports of agricultural 
implements in 1928 amounted to 357 tons, as against 
166, 119 and 129 tons respectively in the three previous 
years. In addition, 192 tractors were imported last year. 


Crops IN 1927 AND 1928. 


In 1927, exports of wheat from the Smyrna district 
amounted to 2,493 tons. In addition, 18 tons of flour were 
exported. By May, 1928, it was realised that the wheat crop 
would not be sufficient for home needs for the whole year, 
and that it would be necessary to import. From September 
last to the end of the year no less than 12,000 tons of wheat 
were imported into Smyrna. As regards barley, exports 
from Smyrna in 1927 amounted to 17,280 tons. The harvest 
was 25 per cent. below that of 1927, and the total yield was 
at first placed at about 45,000 tons. After the long summer 
drought this estimate was brought down to 35,000 tons, of 
which at least half would be required for home consumption. 
Exports of barley in 1928 ultimately amounted to 8,895 tons. 

The area under oats is relatively small, and the crop is 
not an important one. At the end of last year about 6,000 
tons of the crop were to hand, as compared with 4,232 tons 
in 1927. The millet crop was good in quality, but the quan- 
tity grown was approximately 30 per cent. less than in 
1927; exports did not amount to more than 161 tons. The 
rye crop totalled 24,000 tons, a decrease of 164 per cent. from 
1927. Imports of millet in 1928 amounted to 49 tons; bran, 
619 tons; forage, 955 tons; and rye, 101 tons. As regards 
exports, millet totalled 161 tons; baghala, 20; bran, 1,209; 
forage, 9; rye, 50; hemp, 174; aniseed, 65; and sesame, 
26 tons. 

The broad bean crop was expected early in 1928 to produce 
30,000 tons, only 9,000 tons, however, were realised. The 
total exports were 5,563 tons, the bulk of which went to 
France, Belgium, the United Kingdom and Turkish ports. 

Tobacco was sown in 1928 over an area of 30 per cent. less 
than in 1927, owing to the low prices which obtained in 
1927. Cold weather destroyed the first sowings, and in 
summer continuous north winds caused the ‘‘ Akdaman ” 
disease to become very prevalent. The crop totalled only 
22 to 23 million okes, or 2} million okes less than in 1927. 
Exports totalled 20,879 tons, and of this the United States 
took 6,724 tons and the United Kingdom 107 tons, while 
2,730 tons were shipped to Turkish ports. 

The olive crop in the 1928-29 season was the most success- 
ful of the district’s crops, and large hopes were based on 
it, especially as Spanish competition was not to be feared 
as it had been in 1927. In that year only 5,500 tons of oil 
had been produced, and therefore none was available for 
export. It was expected that 25,000 tons of oil would be ex- 
tracted in 1928, and statistics show that in the second 
half of the year about 200 per cent. more oil was brought 
to Smyrna from the interior than in 1927. Exports of olive 
oil amounted to 1,471 tons, valued at £T.854,087, and those 
of olives and pirina to 22 tons and 2,709 tons respectively. 
There are 168 oil mills in the Smyrna zone and 45 soap fac- 
tories, producing seven million okes of soap per annum and 
using about four million okes of oil. 

The raisin crops of 1927 and 1928 were approximately the 
same, viz., 48,000 tons. The chief buyers in 1928 were 
Germany, £T.4,957,176 (8,953 tons); the United Kingdom, 
£T.3,709,678 (9,055); Italy, £T.1,993,896 (4,176); Holland, 
£T.1,682,951 (3,286); Belgium, £T.684,363 (1,251); and 
the Soviet Union, 366,648 tons. The total exports in 1928 
were placed at 29,370 tons, valued at £T.14,103,830, as 
against 34,500 tons in 1927. 

The fig crop was considerably affected by the continuous 
hot north winds in July of last year. It was estimated that 
the crop would show an increase of 10 per cent. over 1927, 
when 27,800 tons were exported; actually there was a de- 
crease of 10 to 15 per cent. Up to the end of last year 
27,514 tons were exported, in addition to 3,032 tons of 
refuse. During the second half of 1928 exports of figs 
amounted to £T.9,294,064. The United Kingdom received 
2,487 tons of worked figs and 3,744 tons of natural figs, 
valued at £T.2,085,926. 
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The supply of liquorice is automatically regulated by the 
demand, for it requires no cultivation, and almost inex- 
haustible quantities are available as required. There was a 
decrease of 30 per cent. in the amount of liquorice root 
brought down for shipment in 1928 as compared with 1927. 
Statistics show that 13,545 tons of root were exported in 
1928, the United States taking 9,870 tons and France 3,084 
tons; 83 tons of paste were exported. In 1927 the respective 
totals were: root, 14,470 tons and paste, 48 tons. The total 
value of root exported in 1928 was £T.883,153. 

Last year’s cotton crop was less abundant than that of 
1927, for though it was expected that 40,000-45,000 bales 
would be gathered, as against 30,000 in 1927, drought and 
north winds spoiled the plants, and not more than 28,000 
bales were gathered. Of these only 15,000 bales had been 
sold by the end of January, 1929; local mills absorbed 5,000 
bales, and the remainder was exported principally to France 
and Greece. Imports of cotton last year amounted to 18 
tons, and cotton yarn 1,211 tons, while exports of cotton 
totalled 2,935 tons, cotton yarn 446 tons, and cotton seed 
6,065 tons. The total value of cotton exported was 
£T.2,275,449, and that of cotton seed £T.410,033. 

Early estimates of the valonea crop placed the amount at 
25 per cent. more than the 1927 crop, which had totalled 
43,500 tons, and of which 34,888 tons were exported. The 
total gathered reached 55,000 tons, but the quality left much 
to be desired. Foreign demand was less than in former 
years, only about half of the total crop was exported, 
Exports of valonea extract, however, showed an increase as 
compared with 1927 of 65 per cent., large contracts received 
from the Soviet Union doing much to stimulate the local 
extracting industry. Imports of valonea amounted to 7,271 
tons; valonea extract, 12 tons; and valonea refuse, 15 tons; 
while exports of valonea totalled 23,661 tons and of valonea 
extract 5,131 tons. 

CARPETS. 


In spite of Greek competition exports of carpets from the 
Smyrna zone have gradually increased since 1923. The 
United States continue to be the best market, especially for 
the higher grades, about 70 per cent. of the exported Sparta 
carpets being sent there. The total production in 1928 was 
490,800 square yards. Of 361,338 sq. metres exported in 
1928, representing a value of £T.4,543,214, the United 
Kingdom imported 160,860 sq. metres, valued at 
£T.1,816,133. 

HipES AND SKINS. 


A fairly large trade is done in lambskins and kidskins; 
the former were of good quality and the latter abundant last 
vear. The 250,000 lambskins produced were all exported to 
Germany, Czechoslovakia, Austria and Italy. Other skins 
sold on the Smyrna market were hare, goat, fox, marten, 
jackal, badger and other skins. Imports of hides amounted 
to 666 tons, while exports of lambskins totalled 291 tons; 
kid, 164; hare, 11; goatskins, 138; and hides, 139 tons. In 
addition to the tanneries in Smyrna and Adalia, local tan- 
ning industries are carried on in various towns in the 
interior, notably Denizli, Manissa, Usak and Balikessir. 


MINERAL IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


The chief imports of minerals in 1928 were petroleum, 
15,489 tons; sulphur, 2,721 tons; and coal, 44,331 tons, while 
included in the exports were emery, 1,377 tons; mercury, 
4; antimony, 21; arsenic, 248 Ibs.; lead, 58 tons; oxide 
of copper, 18; metal scrap, 1,808; salt 212; and chrome, 
1,000 tons. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 





THE INDUSTRIAL OUTLOOK. 


Both whoiesale and retail trade appear to be on a 
moderately larger scale than a year ago, states the current 
issue of the “‘ Guaranty Survey,” (Guaranty Trust Company 
of New York). The leading industries are still operating 
at nearly, if not quite, the highest levels in their history, 
but although no signs of severe distress have appeared in 
markets for manufactured goods, it is obvious that the 
present rate of industrial activity cannot be maintained 
indefinitely. Some seasonal recession is in order within 
the next few weeks, and this normal midsummer lull may 
be made the occasion for a general scaling down of operating 
schedules. Unless the industrial expansion has proceeded 
further than appears on the surface, it is not unreasonable 
to suppose that the usual revival of activity may be witnessed 
in the early autumn. 

On the other hand, the developments of the last few 
weeks suggest that a curtailment of activity may be deferred 
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for some time. It is to be hoped that such a course of 
events can be avoided; for, if a normal or greater-than- 
normal summer slackening fails to appear, the corrective 
process, when it comes, will probably be more severe than 
it would be at present. In other words, if a downward 
revision of operations is necessary, it is desirable from every 
point of view that it should come as soon as possible. 


POSITION OF INDIVIDUAL INDUSTRIES. 


Taken as a whole, the gains in trade volumes are dis- 
tinctly less impressive than the increases shown by operations 
of the basic industries. As usual, the general trend is 
fairly well typified by the trend in iron and steel manufac- 
ture. The output both of pig iron and of steel ingots 
established new high records last month, and yet the volume 
of unfilled orders reported by the United States Steel 
Corporation declined only moderately. It is admitted, 
however, that new orders are no longer being booked in 
such volume as they were a few weeks ago. The anticipated 
recession in motor car output commenced in May and 
proceeded further in June, although production is better 
maintained than it has been at this season in many earlier 
years. The total volume of new construction continues 
to run below the totals of a year ago, although recent 
reports have been more encouraging than those which 
appeared earlier in the season. Residential building is 
apparently still on the down-grade, but most other types 
are maintained at high levels. 

Cotton textile producers are in a fairly strong position. 
The heavy output of the last few months has been accom- 
panied by an active demand from consumers, and stocks of 
finished goods are materially smaller than at this time 
last year, while unfilled orders are larger. While there 
has been no essential change in the position of the coal 
industry, conditions have improved somewhat as a result 
of the demand occasioned by general industrial activity. 
The Conference on Oil Conservation, held at Colorado 
Springs, made little apparent progress toward a solution 
of the problem. In the meantime the output of crude 
petroleum has mounted to a new peak. 

In agriculture there are many evidences tending to show 
that recovery is under way. Statistical measurements of 
total farm returns indicate that the aggregate income of 
farmers during the season now closing was greater, in terms 
of actual dollars received, than that of any other season 
since the deflation of 1921. Sales of agricultural implements, 
fertilisers, general merchandise through the mail order 
houses, and automobiles in the farming districts have for 
some years suggested a gradual increase in agricultural 
purchasing power. Other factors that seem to confirm these 
indications are the slowing down of the movement of farm 
population into the cities and the marked decline in the 
number of bank failures, particularly in agricultural sections. 
The outlook for the coming season is still highly uncertain, 
though it may be said that the present prospect, as far as 
the grains are concerned, is for a year of high output and 
low prices.

NEWFOUNDLAND. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF SALES TAX, 


Resolutions are to be submitted to the Legislature for 
the amendment of the Act (Cap. 33) passed in 1925 which 
imposed, inter alia, a tax of 5 per cent. on the invoice cost 
of all goods imported into Newfoundland. 

It is proposed in the Resolutions to amend the third 
paragraph of Schedule A to the above-mentioned Act 
which specifies the exemptions from this tax, by the addition 
of the following words printed in italics, viz. :— 

‘* All materials for use solely for repairs, upkeep and 
operations of mills, transportation plant and accessories, 
for the manufacture and conveyance of paper and pulp, 
provided (and without prejudice to the meaning of the foregoing 
paragraph by inference from this proviso) that this paragraph 
shall not include fuel of any kind.” 

It is further proposed to amend Schedule B to the Act 
which specifies the exemptions to the tax in respect of goods 
imported by manufacturers to be used in the manufacture 
of their goods, by the addition of the following paragraph :— 


‘*Cotton and hemp yarn or twist, and cutch and bark 
extract for tanning nets, lines and twines used in the 
manufacture of goods similar to those which are exempted 
from duty under the Revenue Act, 1925, and amendments 
thereto up to the present date.”’

DRAWBACK ON CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS. 


The Customs Drawback Rules, 1924, have been amended 
by Rules No. 9 of 1929, so far as they relate to the allowance 
of drawback on the re-exportation of cinematograph films 
from the Colony. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued. 





In the case of cinematograph films, the new Rules provide 
that the payment of drawback shall not be allowed if they 
are exported after the expiration of six months from the 
date of their importation. The Rules provide further that 
the importer must, at the time of importation, declare that 
the films are intended for re-exportation and must give 
sufficient details upon the import entry to enable the 
Comptroller of Customs to identify the films when they are 
entered for re-exportation.

H.M. Ambassador at Tokio has forwarded translation of 
Imperial Ordinance (No. 126) of 17th May, 1929, amending 
in certain respects the 1921 Ordinance regarding the grant 
of drawback of duty under Art. 9 of the Japanese Customs 
Tariff Law.

In connection with the notice in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 20th 
June (page 772) regarding the prohibition of the importa- 
tion of wheat, flour and semolina into the French Zone 
of Morocco, H.M. Consul-General at Rabat reports that the 
prohibition does not apply to goods shipped direct to a port 
in the French Zone before 6th June. 





NETHERLANDS. 





TAXATION OF SPIRITS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that the Bill to reduce the excise duty on 
alcohol and to reduce the Customs duties on certain alcoholic 
products, particulars of which were noted in the ‘‘ Journal ” 
of 29th November last (page 701), became Law on 
7th February and the new duties took effect on Ist March. 

In this connection it should be noted that the rates of 
excise duty as fixed by the Law (i.e., the rates mentioned 
in the ‘‘ Journal” notice above referred to) are subject to a 
surtax of 10 per cent. in the same way as the previously 
existing excise duty was. The present excise duty on 
alcohol amounts, therefore, to 198 florins per hectolitre of 
50 per cent. strength; and the excise duty payable on 
scents and toilet waters in accordance with the provisions 
of Note 4 to Tariff No. 2 (1) amounts to 165 florins per 
hectolitre of spirit of 50 per cent. strength. 





NICARAGUA. 





INCREASED DUTY ON CONFECTIONERY. 


H.M. Representative at Managua reports that the import 
duty on “ Confectionery and sweetmeats of all kinds, not 
specially mentioned ” (No. 1053 of the Nicaraguan Customs 
Tariff) has been increased from 20 to 40 cents per kilog. net. 


NoTEe.—This duty is subject to the normal surtaxes, 
amounting to 25 per cent. of the basic Customs duty 
quoted.

IMPORT DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that he has recently received a number of complaints

that the Polish Customs authorities refuse to clear goods at 
‘‘ conventional ’’ Tariff rates, although such rates are applic- 
able to British goods, because the goods are sent on broken 
waybills to Germany and from there to Poland. 


The attention of British exporters is, therefore, drawn to 
the fact that, under the Polish regulations, the application 
of ‘‘ conventional ’’ Tariff duties to United Kingdom goods 
is conditional on their being sent to Poland on direct rail- 
way and/or shipping documents. Goods exported from the 
United Kingdom to Poland should, therefore, be sent on 
direct waybills or direct to Danzig or Gdynia, and from 
thence to their ultimate destination. In the event of the 
goods being transhipped in, and reconsigned from, Germany 
to Poland, the ‘‘ conventional ’’ duties will not be applied. 


IMPORTATION OF FODDER PROHIBITED. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that, by a recent Order of the Ministry of Finance, 
the prohibition on the importation into Poland of fodder 
(straw, hay and chaff) from the Soviet Union, Latvia and 
Lithuania has been extended so as to apply to imports of 
fodder from all countries.

CERTAIN KINDS OF MOTOR 

CARS, ETC. 

A Portuguese Decree (No. 17,024) of 21st June, issued to 
encourage the use in Portugal of fuel produced from wood, 
ete., provides for the holding in Lisbon, during the present 
International Exhibition of Carbonisation, 
Fuels, and Gas-Generators (fixed or movable), under 
Government patronage. Material, apparatus, machines, 
and vehicles sent for exhibition may be imported tempor- 
arily duty free if re-exported within one month from the end 
of the exhibition.

Automobile vehicles worked by _ internal-combustion 
engines driven by gas-generators are only to pay 50 per 
cent. of the ordinary Customs duties and Consular fees. 
This reduction is to apply to vehicles with a stand-by gaso- 
line (petrol) carburettor if this is not capable of driving 
the vehicle in the ordinary way (a gasoline-tank is con- 
sidered as a ‘‘ stand-by ’’ if it does not exceed 2} litres in 
capacity). Movable furnaces (of metal) for carbonising

TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador has forwarded par- 
ticulars of recent Decrees making certain modifications mn 
the Salvadorean Customs Tariff. 


The duties on inedible seeds, bulbs, roots, rhizomes, 
tubers and shoots, dental plasters, and empty glass bottles 
are reduced; the duty on pastes and blackings for boots 
and shoes is increased to 35 pesos per 100 kilogs., and new 
Tariff headings are raised for weed-killers, etc., in liquid or 
solid form; wooden furniture, with parts of marble, alabas- 
ter, porcelain, crystal or metal; and heavy paper bags, for 
use as containers of native products, measuring not less than 
20 by 30 inches and weighing at least 100 grammes each. 
The duty of 35 pesos (gold) per 100 kilogs. assigned to full- 
bodied wines testing up to 20° is extended to ordinary Kola 
wine, if not imported as a pharmaceutical speciality, and 
the duty on iron and steel fish-hooks has been fixed at 85 
centavos (gold) per kilog.

SPAIN. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that, in virtue of a Royal Order pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ of Ist July, the pro- 
vision that 50 per cent. of the Customs duties must be 
paid in gold is temporarily abolished as from Ist July. The 
duties will now be payable on the same basis as before the 
issue of the Royal Order of 3lst August last, i.e., in 
Spanish silver coins or notes of the Bank of Spain, with 
the surcharge fixed periodically. 


The rate of surcharge for the period Ist to 10th July in 
respect of import and export duties, Customs fines, etc., has 
been fixed at 36-02 per cent. 





SYRIA. 


EXPORT OF BARLEY PERMITTED. 

H.M. Consul-General at Beyrout reports that a Decree, 
dated 29th May, withdraws the prohibition which was im- 
posed in January on the export and re-export of barley 
from Syria.

(3) A maritime zone including the Red Sea, the Gulf 
of Aden, the Persian Gulf, and the Sea of Oman, and 
bounded by a line drawn from Cape Guardafui, follow- 
ing the latitude of that cape to its intersection with 
longitude 57 deg. east of Greenwich, and proceeding 
thence direct to the Eastern frontier of Persia and the 
Gulf of Oman.
